Spring  Bulletin  Feedback 

The  Spring  1994  Bidletui  cover  leads  me 
to  believe  that  PMC  women  venturing 
into  the  field  of  science  do  not  fully 
understand  that  demonstrating  a 
concern  for  the  world  is  not  exemplified 
by  dissection.  Over  the  last  century 
women  have  had  to  prove  themselves  to 
a male-dominated  business  world. 
Women's  analyses  and  studies  were 
stifled  by  arbitrary',  subjective  standards 
of  validity  determined  by  the  male 
human  species.  1 can  only  assume  PMC 
adv'ocates  animal  exploitation  by 
including  dead  animal  dissection  in  the 
science  curriculum. 

Earlier  this  year,  the  NIH,  the  world's 
largest  research  institution  funded  by 
US  taxpayers'  dollars,  had  to  contend 
with  discrimination  lawsuits  filed  by 
women  researchers  who  claimed...  that 
their  research  was  overlooked  and  not 
taken  seriously.  These  women  probably 
felt  resentment,  anger  and  frustration 
that  their  hard  work  was  not  as  readily 
accepted  as  was  that  of  their  male 
counterparts. 

PMC  students  need  to  understand 
that  animal  exploitation  is  rooted  in  the 
same  bigotry  as  all  social  stereotypes 
that  promote  and  sustain  injustice  based 
on  race,  gender,  sexual  preference  and 
religion.  Animals  are  not  a piece  of 
machinery.  Animals  are  not  a tool.  They 
are  living,  sentient  beings  who  feel  pain, 
live  with  social  bonds  amongst  their 
species  and  have  a moral  right  to  a life 
free  of  exploitation  and  enslavement. 

I urge  PMC  students  to  object  to 
dissection  as  a necessary  educational 
tool  and,  instead,  foster  respect  for  life. 
Request  that  professors  supply  classes 
with  alternatives  to  the  carnage  of 
unacceptable  animal  exploitation.

If,  ns  Jacques  says  in  As  You  Like  It, 
one  man  in  his  time  plays  many  parts, 
then  you  have  shown,  once  again,  the 
natural  superiority  of  women.  After  a 
stint  at  ballet,  until  your  height  reach- 
ed 5'6",  you  discovered  your  gift  for 
acting.  Your  roles  on  stage,  film  and 
television  have  included  some  in 
trousers,  such  as  Rosalind  and  Peter 
Pan,  and  several  in  the  haute  couture 
of  another  age,  such  as  Fleur  in  The 
Forsi/te  Saga  and  Lady  Glencora  in 
The  Pallisers.  You  have  captured  the 
blithe  spirit  of  Noel  Coward,  the 
emerging  woman  in  Nora  Helmer 
and  a more  sympathetic  Becky  Sharpe. 
To  each  you  have  brought  a special 
grace  and  style. 

But  behind  the  acclaim  and  recog- 
nition lay  an  insecurity,  the  blank 
terror  when  you  had  to  do  something 
so  simple  as  read  a children's  story  on 
television,  using  the  teleprompter.  "I 
never  follow  the  script,"  you  would 
say.  The  excuse  reflected  your  sense  of 
inadequacy.  "How  can  I be  accepted 
as  an  intellectual  equal  when  I can't 
read?” 

For  years  no  one  put  the  right  name 
on  your  frustration;  dyslexia.  But  once 
that  happened,  you  began  your  fight 
to  find  ways  fo  help  others  like  your- 
self. You  wrote  Susan's  Story,  an  ac- 
count of  your  own  tribulations  that 
became  a best-seller,  and  you  followed 
it  with  another  on  dyslexia.  Every 
Letter  Coinits,  four  children's  books, 
and  one  on  gardening. 

For  your  skill  in  capturing  the 
essence  of  so  many  and  so  diverse  a 
group  of  women,  for  your  sympathy 
for  suffering  from  London  to 
Lambarene,  and  for  your  recognition 
that  we  learn,  not  just  by  words  but 
by  pictures,  icons,  and  images.  Pine

Socrates  reminded  the  citizens  who 
had  just  voted  for  his  execution  (at 
the  age  of  70)  that  the  difficulty  is  not 
so  much  to  escape  death;  the  real 
difficulty  is  to  escape  from  doing 
wrong.  Indeed,  we  should  all  take 
care  to  "let  no  day  pass  without 
discussing  goodness."  In  your 
threescore  years  and  ten  you  have 
taken  this  admonition  one  step 
further,  to  daily  acts  of  caring. 

Not  satisfied  with  corporate 
success,  you  have  made  your  avoca- 
tion, helping  others,  your  vocation. 
Your  AmeriCares  Foundation,  a 
private  non-profit  international  relief 
organizafion,  has  helped  the  victims 
of  nuclear  melt-down  at  Chernobyl, 
earthquakes  in  Armenia  and  India, 
an  outbreak  of  leprosy  in  Venezuela, 
and  the  devastating  wars  in  Somalia 
and  Bosnia. 

In  Leigh  Hunt's  poem,  "Abou  Ben 
Adhem,"  an  old  man  awakes  to  find 
an  angel  wrifing  in  a book  of  gold  the 
names  of  those  who  love  the  Lord. 
"And  is  mine  one?"  he  asks.  "Nay,  not 
so,"  replies  the  angel.  Undaunted,  the 
old  man  says,  "Then  write  me  as  one 
that  loves  his  fellow-men."  The  angel 
vanishes,  but  in  the  book  the  next 
night  are  writ  the  names  of  those 
blessed  of  Cod:  "And  lo!  Abou  Ben 
Adhem's  name  led  all  the  rest."

"Anything  is  possible.  Just  brush  aside 
bureaucracy  and  make  it  happen."  In 
recognition  not  only  of  your  achieve- 
ment but  of  your  example  of  what  the 
ancient  Creeks  termed  agape,  that 
unbiased  love  that  will  save  the  world.

■4  Classmate  Nipeslia  Hubert  (right) 
congratulates  Jeanne. 


Within  a few  short  weeks,  I will 
be  a Pine  Manor  College 
alumna.  What  once  seemed 
unreachable  will  find  fruition. 

The  college  education  I missed  in 
my  younger  years  grew  in  importance 
as  40  years  went  by.  No  matter  what  1 
accomplished  — however  successful  I 
was  for  many  years  as  a Director  of 
Development  for  an  organizafion 
serving  fhe  elderly  blinci  — something 
was  always  missing.  1 knew  1 was  ca- 
pable of  intellectual  growth,  but  when 
1 retired,  everything  seemed  over.  My 
four  children  were  grown  and  out  of 
the  house.  They  left  a void;  1 was  no 
longer  needed. 

1 guess  1 had  forgotten  that  starting 
over  is  part  of  fhe  American  Dream. 
What  1 didn't  forget,  however,  was  that 
1 still  wanted  my  college  education. 
Fearfully,  1 enrolled  in  the  Open 
Studies  Program  (later  to  become  the 
Continuing  Education  Program)  at 
PMC.  It  took  courage  to  put  myself  on 
the  line.  Would  1 seem  stupid?  Would 
they  laugh  at  me?  Could  1 prove 
myself?  Risking  the  answers  to  such 
questions  turned  out  to  be  the  most 
rewarding  step  1 have  ever  taken. 

Today  45  percent  of  the  nation's 
undergraduate  university  students  are 
older  than  twenty-five;  60  percent  are 
women.  Mature  women  are  taking 
more  control  of  their  lives,  and  college 
is  not  just  for  the  young  any  more. 
Their  story  is  my  story.

Pine  Manor  has  given  me  not  just  a 
BA  degree,  but  eight  years  of  self- 
fulfillment.  Such  an  education  would 
never  have  been  possible  earlier  in  my 
life.  1 now  know  mental  ability  is  not 
related  so  much  to  age  as  it  is  to  the 
stimulation  a brain  (young  or  old)  gets 
on  a regular  basis.  Once  1 started  learn- 
ing again,  my  mental  faculties  actually 
improved!  1 was  a complete  "dud"  in 
arithmetic,  so  you  can  imagine  my 
elation  when  1 earned  an  "A"  in  Essen- 
tial Algebra.  Or  the  enormous  lift  1 
received  every  time  1 sat  down  before 
my  ancient  computer.  I've  learned  so 
much,  but  without  the  dream,  there 
would  have  been  no  possibilities. 

None  of  my  achievements  or 
experiences  would  have  been  possible 
without  PMC's  special  environment: 
small  classes;  all  women;  and  an 
outstanding  faculty  (women  and  men), 
always  there  to  inspire  and  advise, 
their  doors  and  minds  open  to  the 
needs  and  concerns  of  students. 


Emily  Dickinson  was  no 
longer  just  a name; 

I often  wanted  to  tell  her 
I understood  and  identified 
with  her  high  pleasure  in 
the  world  around  her. 

The  interaction  of  traditional  and 
CE  women  allowed  me  to  learn  about 
myself  as  well  as  others.  With  a 
Women's  Studies  minor,  1 was  able 
to  focus  clearly  on  women's  issues, 
learning  how  women  with  a long 
history  of  educational  deprivation 
became  structured  into  patriarchal 
institutions.  1 discovered  how  women 
have  developed  independently  and 
become  instrumental  in  creating 
societal  changes.  1 believe  it's  healthy 
for  PMC's  younger  students  to  know 
old  warhorses  like  me,  women  who 
have  been  through  many  a battle  and 
survived. 

During  my  eight  years  at  PMC,  1 
and  other  students — traditional  and 
non-traditional,  from  all  walks  of  life 
and  diverse  backgrounds — were  able 
to  become  more  self-concious  and 
aware  of  ourselves  as  women,  sharing 
experiences  with  one  another.  Respect 
and  trust  were  the  common  denomin- 
ators as  we  learned  about  women  such 
as  Sojourner  Truth  and  Virginia  Woolf, 
who  blazed  a frail  to  create  the  feminist 
consciousness  so  important  in 
women's  lives  today. 

As  an  English  major,  I have  known 
the  sheer  enjoyment  of  studying 
Shakespeare's  tragedies,  Keats'  "Ode 
on  a Grecian  Urn,"  Hawthorne's  The 
Scarlet  Letter,  and  Twain's  humor.  My 
self-confidence  increased  with  each 
semester  as  1 grew  familiar  with 
famous  names  and  their  written 
thoughts.  Maciame  Bovary  became  a 
real  person;  she  was  alive  for  me  and 
1 suffered  with  her.  Emily  Dickinson 
was  no  longer  just  a name;  1 often 
wanted  to  tell  her  1 understood  and 
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identified  with  her  high  pleasure  in 
the  world  around  her.  1 fell  under  the 
spell  of  C.S.  Lewis  and  wrote  my 
Senior  Essay  on  The  Chronicles  of 
Narnin,  gaining  a joyful  strength  of  my 
own.  Through  English,  1 found  delight 
in  vicarious  experience  and  often  lived 
within  the  lives  of  those  about  whom 
I read. 

An  all-female  environment  has 
special  rewards.  1 brought  life  experi- 
ence as  a wife,  mother  and  grand- 
mother to  the  classroom  and  was  sur- 
prised that  often  1 could  be  a source  of 
inspiration  or  reassurance  to  the 
young.  In  turn,  they  gave  me  a mar- 
velous awareness  of  the  trials  of  being 
young  in  today's  changing  times.  1 
helped  whenever  I could,  establishing 
friendships  which  bridged  generations 
but  found  a bond  in  mutual  respect. 
Deep  down,  I wanted  to  be  a role  mod- 
el to  these  young  women  to  prove  to 
them  that  learning  need  not  stop  at  any 
time  during  their  lives.  Above  all,  1 
wanted  to  be  trusted  and  accepted, 
wrinkles  and  all.  They  did,  and  1 was. 
Last  year  when  a particularly  valued 
friend,  Lori  Silvia  '93,  graduated,  she 
confided  that  1 was  the  first  "grown- 
up" she  had  ever  befriended.  Her 
regard  meant  more  to  me  than  a ton 
of  "book  learning."

Pine  Manor  offers  the  promise  of  a 
great  learning  experience  to  women  of 
all  ages.  The  competitive  job  market 
demands  expert  guidance  as  women 
strive  to  achieve  parity  with  men.  Each 
of  us  is  special  and  should  be  aware 
of  her  uniqueness  in  these  challenging 
times.  Emerson  wrote,  "The  secret 


of  education  lies  in  respecting  the 
student."  Lifelong  learning  is  the  wave 
of  the  future;  learning  is  a lifelong 
occupation.  We  CE  students  need  not 
coddling,  but 
recognition  and 
integration.  We 
need  to  be  less 
separate,  more 
equal.  Our 
numbers  are 
growing  and 
PMC  can  help 
us  succeed. 

As  trust  and 
confidence  be- 
come part  of  all 
students'  experi- 
ence, word  will 
spread  that  Pine 

Manor  has  more  Jeanne  ami  family  members  following  Convocation. 
to  offer  than 
ever  before. 

Our  College  will  attract  women  of  all 
ages,  races  anci  religions.  Then  we 
will  be  a "women's  college"  in  the 
fullest  sense.  ■ 


Epilogue:  At  Convocation  on  May  14, 
Jeanne  received  the  award  for  distinction  in 
English  and  the  Nancy  Roberts  Herndon 
Women's  Studies  Award.  In  addition  she 
received  one  of  seven  Dean's  Awards  for 
significant  contributions  to  the  student 
body  and  to  the  College.  She  was  cited  for 
a superior  academic  record,  mentorship  of 
yoiaig  students,  advocacy  for  CE  students, 
and  membership  on  the  College's  long- 
range  planning  committee.  Team  '94. 

Also  at  this  ceremony,  Jeanne  awarded  the 
amnial  Jeanne  Park  Rudnick  Award  for  the 
first  time  to  fellow  student  Linda  Krpata. 
At  Commencement  the  following  day, 
Jeanne  received  her  BA  in  English  summa 
cum  laude  and  was  awarded  the  CE 
Award  for  academic  achievement  and 
contributions  to  the  College.  She  plans  to 
pursue  graduate  study  at  Brandeis 
University.

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Profiles

An  arts  consultant,  publisher  of 
musicals  and  arts  curricula,  and 
freelance  writer,  Priscilla 
(Blackett)  Dewey  Houghton  '44  or 
"Nissy"  is  manager  of  the  Washington, 
DC,  office  of  the  Freelance  Press.  For 
Priscilla,  who  describes  her  life  work  as 
"arts  education/  writing"  and  herself  as 
an  "arts  consultant  and  advocate,"  this 
position  is  only  one  facet  of  her  lifelong 
dedication  to  the  advancement  of  the 
arts.  As  a playwright /lyricist,  she  has 
been  an  active  member  of  the 
Dramatists'  Guild  and  the  Authors' 
League  of  America  since  1972. 

Priscilla's  father,  William  Cameron 
Blackett,  a talented  musician  and  writer, 
died  when  she  was  only  ten  months  old. 
She  grew  up  in  the  Boston  area, 
attending  Beaver  Country  Day  and 
PMC,  where  she  was  a Wheeler  House 
resident.  Two  weeks  before  she  came  to 
PMC  at  17,  Priscilla's  mother  died  of 
cancer.  "That  was  the  most  difficult 
time  in  my  experience...  hying  to  pick 
up  the  pieces  of  my  life  that  year," 
Priscilla  remembers.  "1  had  a remark- 
able grandmother,  two  brothers,  loving 
aunts  and  uncles,  but  the  loss  was 
devastating." 

Among  Priscilla's  happy  Pine  Manor 
memories  are  riding  horses  with 
Josephine  Abercrombie,  running  a 
"great  sandwich  concession"  with  Jane 
Campbell  Smith,  and  listening  to 
Rachmaninoff's  second  piano  concerto 
with  Jean  Evensen  Shaw  and  in  Ruth 
Ann  Houck  Sleeper's  wonderful  music 
classes.  Her  favorite  professor  was  Dr. 
Ray  Armstrong,  who  taught  English

Literature  and  Composition.  After 
graduation,  Priscilla  attended  the 
School  of  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  until 
her  marriage  in  1946.  She  earned  her 
MA  in  Theatre  from  Goddard  College 
in  1978  under  self-initiated  studies 
while  continuing  to  work. 

For  38  years,  Priscilla  enjoyed  a 
"great  family  life"  in  Millis,  MA,  with 
her  husband,  Talbot  Dewey,  and  "three 
fabulous  kids,"  Kippy,  Toby  and  Peter. 
In  1955,  life  was  temporarily  dismpted 
while  Priscilla  overcame  a paralyzing 
bout  with  polio.  She  recalls,  "As  in  all 
'turning  poiiits,'  there  were  benefits  that 
emerged  from  the  enforced  inactivity. 
Play-writing  and  lyrics  became  a com- 
pelling interest."  Talbot  Dewey  was  a 
paper  consultant  and  theatrical 
producer,  and  together  they  shared 
with  their  children  the  joys  and  rewards 
of  many  productions. 

Priscilla  went  on  to  write  books  and 
lyrics  for  seven  New  England-produced 
musicals.  One,  an  original  musical 
about  Paul  Revere  called  Two  if  by  Sea, 
celebrated  the  opening  of  PMC's 
Ellsworth  Hall,  went  on  to  the  Eenway 
Theatre  of  the  Theatre  Company  of 
Boston,  played  in  summer  stock  at 
Theatre  by  the  Sea,  Rl,  and  off- 
Broadway  at  the  Circle  in  the  Square 
Theatre,  NY. 

A major  chapter  in  Priscilla's 
devotion  to  the  arts  began  in  1972  when 
she  became  Director  of  the  Charles 
Mver  Creative  Arts  Program  at  the 
Charles  River  School  in  Dover,  MA. 
Designated  by  the  National  Endow- 
ment for  the  Arts  (NEA)  as  a model 
multi-arts  program,  the  curriculum 
offered  ov'er  1 00  courses  each  year. 
Priscilla  hired  a large  staff  of  profes- 
sional artists  for  the  two  four-week 
sessions  each  summer.  The  program

served  (and  continues  to  serv^e  under 
son  Toby's  direction)  approximately 
420  young  people,  aged  8-15,  yearly. 

It  includes  a guest  artist  program  and 
produces  an  original  musical  each 
season.  Priscilla  obserc^es,  "We  see  so 
many  kids'  lives  turned  around  in  this 
program.  They  develop  talents  that  will 
give  them  pleasure  for  the  rest  of  their 
lives." 

In  1978,  Priscilla  wrote  Multi-Art 
Summer  Programs:  Charles  River  Model 
(her  M.A.  thesis),  a handbook  which 
serv'es  as  a guide  to  schools,  churches 
and  arts  councils  in  26  states  and  in 
Geneva,  Switzerland.  That  same  year, 
she  became  Editor  and  Director  of  the 
Ereelance  Press,  publishers  of  musicals 
for  young  people. 

Also  in  the  '70s,  Priscilla  was 
facilitator  for  the  City  Spirit  Program  of 
the  NEA  and  trained  with  environ- 
mentalist architect  Lawrence  Halprin  in 
Shenandoah  National  Park  in  com- 
munity dynamics  as  they  relate  to  the 
arts.  She  was  founding  director  of 
Boston's  North  End  Waterfront  Arts 
Council,  which  originated  from  a City 
Spirit  grant  from  the  NEA  to  develop 
continuous  multi-arts  activities  in  the 
area.  Eor  the  Episcopal  Church  on  a 
national  level,  she  initiated  and  imple- 
mented art,  dance,  drama,  and  music 
forms  for  Church  celebration.  In  Min- 
neapolis, MN,  she  programmed  an  arts 
evening  in  Orchestra  Hall  using  the 
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Coiitiiiiied  from  pa^e  15. 

Mercer  Ellington  band  to  produce  the 
Duke  Ellington  Sacred  Music  Concert 
with  dance  and  chorus.  She  co- 
produced a Diocese  of  Massachusetts 
Bicentennial  celebration  at  Symphony 
Hall,  Boston,  with  Leontyne  Price  and 
the  Danny  Sloan  Dance  Co. 

In  Eebruary  1983,  after  a battle  with 
cancer,  Talbot  Dewey  died,  and  Priscilla 
moved  to  Sandy  Cove,  Cohasset,  a 
much-loved  oceanside  retreat.  She  con- 
tinued with  Arts  Administration/ 
Education  as  did  daughter  Kippy, 
founding  director  of  the  Ereelance 
Players  and  "Creative  Arts  at  Park" 
School  in  Brookline,  and  son  Toby. 

Son  Peter,  Technical  Director  for 
Charles  River  since  its  first  year,  now 
directs  food  services  for  the  New 
England  Aquarium.

In  total,  Priscilla  spent  18  years  as 
Director  of  the  Charles  River  Creative 
Arts  Program,  working  there  with  all 
three  children.  She  says,  "It  kept  the 
whole  Dewey  family  'off  the  streets'  for 
years!"  In  1992,  the  Charles  River  School 
dedicated  its  $1.3  million  indoor/ 
outdoor  theatre,  the  Dewey  Center  for 
the  Arts,  "in  recognition  of  Priscilla 
Dewey  Houghton  for  her  contribution 
to  Arts  Education  for  young  people." 
Priscilla  notes,  "It's  astounding  that 
something  like  this  can  become  a reality 
during  these  times  when  arts  are  being 
cut  in  many  schools.  This  new  facilify 
makes  a strong  statement  about  the 
value  of  the  arts  in  education.  So  many 
young  people  don't  get  an  opportunity 
to  discover  and  develop  their  creative 
talents.  To  me,  that's  a real  tragedy." 

She  adds,  "Eor  a long  time  my  dream 
has  been  to  see  the  arts  integrated  into 
the  curriculum  of  all  schools,  K-12. 
Incredibly,  this  is  one  of  the  Education 
Goals  2000."

1989  brought,  in  Priscilla's  words, 

"A  miraculous  Second  Act"!  She 
married  Amory  "Amo"  Houghton, 
Congressman  for  New  York's  31st 
District.  Life  has  taken  a new  turn,  but 
Priscilla's  concentration  on  the  arts  re- 
mains. She  now  lives  in  Georgetown 
and  Corning,  NY,  (retaining  her  Cohas- 
set retreat)  and  campaigns  for  her 
husband,  speaking  especially  on  the  arts 
and  women's  issues.  "I  love  campaign- 
ing and  meeting  all  the  wonderful 
people,"  she  says.  "As  a playwright,  1 
know  everyone  has  a story  and  I love 
to  hear  them."  Priscilla  and  Amo  bicycle 
six  miles  a day,  if  possible.  In  June,  they 
finished  a three-day  marathon  from 
Chautauqua  to  Ithaca,  where  Amo 
announced  his  candidacy  for  a new 
term.  "It  helps  to  steal  an  hour  to  ride 
through  the  beautiful  Linger  Lakes 
countryside,  stretching  our  legs  and 
clearing  our  heads  before  the  next 
encounter,"  Priscilla  notes. 

Beyond  campaigning,  Priscilla  is  a 
board  member  of  The  Ereelance  Players. 
She  is  a recent  founder  of  The  Women's 
Network  Directory  of  the  Southern  Tier 
& Linger  Lakes,  a member  of  the  Arts 
Eciucarion  Committee,  and  a board 
member  of  Arts  of  the  Southern  Linger 
Lakes.  A former  trustee  of  The  Boston 
Conservatory,  she  now  serves  on  the 
boards  of  the  Arena  and  Living  Stage 
Theatres  in  DC. 

Priscilla's  freelance  writing  has 
exciting  new  subjects  thanks  to 
"incredible  Congressional  travels"  to 
Nicaragua,  South  Africa,  Zimbabwe 
and  Russia,  where  she  has  met  Episco- 
pal Bishop  and  Nobel  Peace  Prize 
winner  Desmond  Tutu,  South  African 


President  Nelson  Mandela  and  Violeta 
Chamorro,  first  freely  elected  president 
of  Nicaragua  in  five  generations.  As 
the  Evening  Observer  of  Dunkirk,  NY, 
observed,  "She's  not  the  100-horse- 
power  Washington  hostess  nor  the 
cocktail-circuit  butterfly  that  many 
'polirical  wives'  have  become.  She 
definitely  has  her  own  interests  and 
her  own  work." 

Priscilla  counts  herself  "unbelievably 
lucky"  and  terms  her  life  challenging 
and  fun.  "I  must  be  a tough  old  bird  to 
have  survived  polio,  and  recently,  lung 
cancer,"  she  says.  "I  thank  God  con- 
stantly for  my  wonderful,  loving  family 
and  the  health  to  continue  doing  mean- 
ingful, rewarding  work."  Her  most 
recent  publicabon  is  A "Declaration  of 
Sentiments"  for  the  90's:  How  Far  We've 
Come  — How  Far  to  Go.  ■

Annual  Fund,  Jane  Campbell 
Smith  noted  that  Pine  Manor 
College  "did  a lot  for  me  — 1 shall 
always  be  grateful."  Her  service  to 
College  and  community  over  the  years 
demonstrates  loyalty  to  the  concept  of 
refuming  one's  advantages  where  they 
are  most  needed. 

Among  Jane's  fondest  memories  of 
PMC  are  art  classes  with  Miss  Clement; 
lasting  friendships  with  many  includ- 
ing, Josephine  Abercrombie,  Nissy 
Dewey  Houghton,  Barbara  Winslow 
Miller,  Mary  Peace  Douglas,  Nan 
Brecker  Leeds  and  roommate  Jean 
Evensen  Shaw;  and  dorm  life  in  Park 
Place,  Le  Manoir  and  Wheeler  House. 
After  PMC,  Jane  earned  her  A.B.  in 
French  and  English  at  Brown  Univer- 
sity. She  remained  in  Providence,  Rl, 
for  two  years,  at  Butler  Hospital  as  an 
occupational  and  recrearional  therapist 
for  people  with  a mental  illness, 
employment  which  partially  fore- 
shadowed her  future  interest  in 
"working  with  and  for  people  with 
developmental  disabilities."

In  1948,  Jane  married  Barton  P.  Smith 
and  ser\'ecJ  as  Head  of  Lower  School 
and  sixth  grade  teacher  at  Riverdale 
Country  Day  School  while  he  attended 
Columbia  Medical  School.  In  1952,  they 
welcomed  the  first  of  their  children. 
Heather.  The  years  that  followed 
brought  them  Holly,  Martha,  Bmce  and 
Christopher. 

Jane  and  her  family  returned  to 
Massachusetts  where  she  was  a busy 
mother  who  found  time  to  chair  PMC's 
Alumnae  Fund,  and  be  her  Class 
Secretary  and  a phonathon  volunteer.

She  also  joined  the  League  of  Women 
Voters  and  pursued  her  interest  in 
gardening  and  horticulture. 

In  1959,  the  birth  of  the  Smith's  first 
son,  Bruce,  introduced  a new  dimension 
to  life.  Bruce's  Down  syndrome  inspired 
Jane  to  join  a group  of  mothers  of 
disabled  children  to  advocate  for  a 
population  which  often  was  ignored  by 
educational,  vocational,  and  housing 
services.  This  group  was  the  beginning 
of  an  organization  which  has  grown  to 
employ  150  people  with  a budget  of 
over  $5  million. 

An  early  board  director  and  eventual 
board  president  of  the  South  Norfolk 
County  Association  for  Retarded 
Citizens  (SNCARC),  an  organization 
which  renders  "residential,  vocational, 
educational  and  social  services  for 
retarded  people  of  all  ages,"  Jane  helped 
create  a developmental  day  care  center 
for  children  who  were  often  excluded 
from  the  public  school  system.  She  and 
others  worked  to  change  attifudes  and 
resistance  to  the  integration  of  individ- 
uals with  disabilities  into  the  commu- 
nity. Before  government  funding  for 
adult  programs  was  established,  the 
group  set  out  to  establish  vocational 
programs.  They  advocated  with  local 
ci\4c  and  governmental  groups  and 
appealed  prejudicial  decisions. 

It  was  difficult  work.  When  SNCARC 
tried  to  establish  a group  home,  the 
Town  Council,  using  an  old  statute, 
ruled  it  illegal  for  a group  of  people 
with  mental  retardation  to  live  together 
in  the  town.  The  Association  hired  a

lawyer  and  went  to  court  to  win  the 
favorable  decision  which  became  a 
landmark  for  other  agencies  across  the 
state.  "As  one  of  the  early  founders  of 
residential  programs,  we  went  to  court 
many  times,"  says  Jane.  "In  the  end,  we 
established  nine  homes  of  varving  sizes 
for  different  lev^els  of  disabilitv.  Testi- 
fying and  working  with  lawyers  to 
dev^elop  a case  was  an  interesting, 
challenging  part  of  my  job  then." 

Later,  when  SCNARC  tried  to  initiate 
educational  day  programs  for  adults, 
the  Town  Council  v'oiced  the  opinion, 
"Education  is  reading  and  wTiting,  not 
tying  shoelaces.  Therefore,  this  program 
has  no  place  in  our  town."  In  court,  a 
judge  ruled  favorably  for  The  Associa- 
tion and  insisted  the  towai  adopt  a 
broader  definition  of  education. 

Great  progress  had  been  made. 

Jane's  class  notes  reported,  "We  have 
established  a center  for  adult  severely 
handicapped  persons,  a vocational 
training  center,  nine  community 
residences  for  refarded  men  and 
women,  and  22  apartments."  Also  in 
existence  were  an  early  identification 
program  and  a respite  care  program  to 
give  families  much-needed  relief.  Jane 
wrote,  "In  terms  of  helping  people  to 
develop  their  full  potential,  it  is  an 
exciting  business." 
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By  1979,  Jane  was  at  work  tulltime  as 
Director  of  Community  Programs  at 
SNCARC.  "It  was  one  of  those  happy 
situations  where  the  volunteer  route  led 
directly  to  the  professional  route,"  she 
wrote.  "I  feel  fortunate  to  have  a job  that 
is  personally  fulfilling  and  rewarding. 
My  PMC  psych  courses  have  more 
relevancy  for  me  today!"  By  this  time, 
Jane  had  also  earned  her  Master's  in 
Management  after  two  years  of  evening 
study  at  Lesley  College  in  Cambridge. 


It  is  one  of  those 
happy  situations  where 
the  volunteer  route 
led  directly  to  the 
professional  route. 

Of  course,  as  in  any  project  worth 
achieving,  fulfillment  alternateci  with 
concern.  In  1981,  Jane  worried,  "These 
days,  we  will  be  lucky  if  the  whole 
service  system  isn't  dismantled.  There 
are  tough  times  ahead  for  people  who 
happen  to  be  handicapped."  However, 
The  Association  continued  to  grow. 
1988  found  Jane  a member  of  the  Mass- 
achusetts Developmental  Disability 
Council,  appointed  by  Governor 
Dukakis,  as  well  as  a member  of  the 
Housing  Partnership  Committee  in  her 
town  of  Westwood. 

One  highlight  of  Jane's  career  was 
being  one  of  five  Americans  invited  to 
participate  in  the  1989  1st  International 
Conference  to  establish  social  services 
in  Odessa,  Russia.  "It  was  an  extraor- 
dinary experience  to  be  a delegate, 
speak  on  Russian  TV,  and  share  my 
lifelong  interest  with  so  many  people 
from  all  over  the  world,"  she  recalls. 

Jane  recently  saw  the  realization  of 
her  dream  of  having  some  neighbor- 
hood stability  with  the  construction  of 
a new  building.  "Education  supersedes 
all  other  uses  of  the  land  on  which  the 
building  rests,"  she  notes,  "Thanks  to 
those  landmark  decisions,  we  no  longer

have  to  fight  for  these  things.  I'd 
always  hoped  for  a building  that  was 
so  attractive  it  would  communicate  a 
message  to  the  community  about  the 
value  of  the  people  we  serve.  I'm 
thrilled  to  say  that's  just  what  we 
have.  Designed  by  the  Sasaki 
architectural  firm,  the  building  has 
overtones  of  Frank  Lloyd  Wright  — 
a low  overhanging  roof  and  a con- 
tinuous series  of  horizontal  windows 
make  its  20,000  square  feet  seem 
welcoming  and  friendly.  Now 
severely  retarded  people  who 
need  a protected  environment 
have  a beautiful,  open,  airy 
workspace."  The  entire  building  was 
built  on  7 1 /2  acres  donated  by  the 
Polaroid  Corporation  "for  the  lofty 
sum  of  $1."  The  Association  raised 
$1.5  million  by  private  subscription 
for  construction.  "Thank  goodness 
for  many  individuals,  foundations 
and  corporations  who  cared  enough 
to  help  us  realize  this  building,"  says 
Jane.  "We're  struggling  to  raise 
funds  to  cover  the  $300,000  mort- 
gage with  a food  fair  and  a golf 
tournament,  but  we  are  in  the 
building!" 


Last  year,  Jane  received  the 
Massachusetts  ARC  Distinguished 
Citizen  Award.  It  cited  her  fundraising 
ability  in  support  of  community 
programs  for  persons  with  disabilities, 
and  her  success  in  obtaining  donations 
of  land  and  funds  from  major 
corporations,  foundations,  groups  and 
individuals. 

The  Association,  of  which  Jane  has 
been  Associate  Executive  Director  since 
1978,  continues  to  make  strides.  All  her 
children  have  "left  the  nest."  Bruce,  35, 
is  a dietetic  assistant  with  his  own 
apartment.  Chris  is  a Seattle  physician. 
Heather  lives  in  Pelham  Manor,  NY, 
where  husband  Jeffrey  works  for  J.P. 
Morgan  Co.  Holly  lives  on  Beacon  Hill 
with  husband  Hanson,  a lawyer.  Martha 
lives  in  Newburyport  with  husband 
Johia,  an  anaesthesiologist.  She,  much 
like  her  mother,  works  on  developing 
housing  for  disadvantaged  women  in 
Boston.  Jane  is  a grandmother  of  twin 
granddaughters  and  three  grandsons, 
"who  have  all  brought  great  joy."  ■ 
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Pungent  aromas  fill  the  air,  neatly 
attired  young  women  and  men  in 
black  and  white  bustle  about  with 
menus,  pans  clatter,  expectant  patrons 
chat  together.  Itzamar,  Diana  and  Barbie 
have  their  notepads  ready.  In  the 
kitchen,  Tamricka,  Michelle  and  Gina 
toss  salad  and  check  on  spicy  Texas- 
style  cornbread.  Fabius,  who  has  an 
internship  at  the  Blue  Room  in  Cam- 
bridge, stirs  curried  shrimp  to  be  served 
over  rice  with  plantains.  David  stands  at 
the  door  as  host. 

At  Ashley's  Diner,  it  is  a "Night  on 
the  Town"  for  fhe  Log  School  Diner 
Project,  named  for  the  Log  School 
Settlement  House  down  the  street,  a 
spacious,  welcoming  neighborhood 
haven  that  offers  eciucafional  and  social 
services  fo  Bosfon's  Meeting  Hill  and 
Dorchester  communities.  Under  its  roof, 
everyfhing  from  daycare  to  Graduate 
Equivalency  Diploma  (GED)  tutoring, 
parenting  classes  to  job  counseling  finds 
a home. 

This  spring,  Brenda  Marrero  '96 
interned  as  an  assistant  administrator  to 
the  Save  Our  Youth  (SOY)  project  of  the 
Log  School  Settlement  House.  She  had 
been  cared  for  at  the  Log  School's 
daycare  program  as  a child.  She  had 
returned  to  the  area  while  attending 
PMC  and  become  concerned  about  and 
attached  to  her  neighborhood's  young- 
sters. She  read  about  SOY  in  a tattered 
pamphlet  she  found  at  a parade. 

Brenda  was  inspnred 
by  a study  of  late 
19th-century  women 
who,  as  first-generation 
college  graduates,  wanted 
to  prove  the  value  of  their 
degrees  by  improving  lives 
in  urban  communities.

Brenda,  a Biopsychology  major  with 
a minor  in  Women's  Studies,  was  also 
inspired  by  a study  of  late  19th-century 
women  who,  as  first-generation  college 
graduates,  wanted  to  prove  the  value  of 
their  degrees  by  improving  lives  in 
urban  communities.  They  created  such 
institutions  as  Hull  House.  In  the  Log 
School  Settlement  House,  Brenda  saw 
an  opportunity  for  similar  work 
through  PMC's  Internship  Program. 

The  Log  School  Diner  Project  began 
with  15  students  selected  from  Log 
School  GED  and  SOY  programs.  Each  is 
paid  $50  a month  to  meet  in  weekly 
classes  on  establishing  and  Rinning  a 
diner.  To  develop  a business  plan,  they 
gather  information  on  costs  and  oper- 
ations and  learn  about  accounting  and 
marketing.  Knowledge  about  the  food 
industry  is  supplemented  through 
internslnps,  catering,  and  monthly 
Ashley's  dinners  (also  fundraisers) 
which  allc')w  students  to  create  a menu, 
order  food,  prepare  and  serve  it. 

Group  members  also  run  "No  Risk 
Caterers."  Says  GED  student  Gina 
Davis,  "'No  Risk  Caterers'  has  been  a 
good  experience  in  entrepreneurship." 
Ultimately,  the  group  hopes  to  purchase 
a diner  at  Bc^ston's  City  Hall  Plaza. 

Brenda  and  her  internship  site 
supervisor,  Wilbur  Brown,  are  on  the 
counseling  end  of  the  program.  Daily, 
they  increase  self-esteem,  teach  stress 
management  and  job  preparation,  and 
prevent  violence.  They  plan  weekly 
field  trips  to  local  colleges,  historic  and 
cultural  resources  in  the  area  to  widen 
perspectives. 

Wilbur,  a career  specialist  at  the  Log 
School  Settlement  House,  graduated 
from  Boston  University  after  earning  his

GED,  and  later  received  his  M.Ed.  there. 
He  started  SOY  because  of  his  concern 
over  violence  in  fhe  city:  guns,  domestic 
issues,  teen  pregnancy.  He  began 
"mending  broken  spirits"  with  15 
young  men  in  a church  basement  and 
brought  the  program  to  the  Log  School 
Settlement  House  two  years  ago. 

Part  of  Brenda's  function  has  been  as 
a "liaison  in  the  street."  She  has  encour- 
aged youngsters  to  join  in  such  projects 
as  picturing  their  heritage  on  quilts  to 
be  sold,  sharing  ethnic  dishes,  neigh- 
borhood cleanups  and  community 
street  talks.  At  the  same  time,  she  says, 
other  goals  are  to  add  structure  to  lives, 
to  help  kids  see  the  point  of  education, 
to  hirnish  companionship. 

"This  is  a 'grassroots'  program  for 
the  kids,"  says  Brenda.  "It  allows  them 
to  make  decisions  and  feel  empowered. 
Our  presence  resolves  issues  and  con- 
flicts with  a sort  of  family  perspective. 
This  is  not  just  an  internship  for  me. 
Learning  to  work  with  people  takes  a 
lifetmie,  but  this  situation  became  my 
vocation  immediately.  SOY  gave  me 
initial  help  with  resumes  and  how  to 
voice  my  expectations  during  an  inter- 
view. PMC's  former  Director  of  Intern- 
ships, Lanny  Kutakoff,  continued  to 
support  my  efforts,  and  the  result  was 
a collaborative  internship  with  SOY."

Another  strong  influence  in  her 
life,  says  Brenda,  was  growing  up  in 
Lawrence,  MA.  A native  of  Puerto  Rico, 
she  found  Lawrence,  with  its  diverse 
immigrant  population,  a welcoming 
community.  School  was  taught  "family- 
style";  her  Hungarian  teacher,  Mrs. 
Ryezek,  was  an  early  mentor.  Brenda  sat 
in  Robert  Frost's  former  seat  in  English 
class,  developed  a writing  style  and 
learned  to  love  poetry.  Later,  she  was 
encouraged  by  the  area's  Senator 
Patricia  McGovern.  Now  she  is 
returning  these  gifts  to  a community 
which  needs  and  deserves  it. 

In  April,  representatives  of  the 
Clinton  Administration  visited  the 
settlement  house  to  do  field  research 
for  the  Ownercorp  Community  Service 
Program.  Later,  Brenda  went  to  Wash- 
ington to  attend  training  for  social 
workers  serving  inner  city  youth.  This 
summer  she  was  hired  by  the  Summer 
of  Safety  Program  as  Interim  Director  of 
the  SOY  Project.  As  such,  she  oversees 
teen  volunteer  work  at  Rosie's  Place,  a 
local  long-term  women's  shelter,  mural- 
painting on  graffiti-covered  walls  to 
give  the  city  a facelift,  and  restoring 
some  Dorchester  buildings. 

This  spring,  Brenda  received  an 
honorable  mention  in  the  National 
Volunteer  Awards  Program,  one  of  15 
selected  from  over  300  nominees.  In  late 
June,  she  was  the  chosen  volunteer  to 
speak  at  The  John  F.  Kennedy  Library 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  Federated  Dor- 
chester Neighborhood  Houses,  Inc.,  a 
non-profit  organization  funded  by  the 
United  Way  and  other  grants  which, 
among  many  projects,  administers  the 
Log  School  Settlement  House.  Speakers 
were  Peter  Read,  president  of  Dorchest- 
er Federated;  Kristen  McCormack, 
executive  director;  Marian  L.  Heard, 
president  of  the  United  Way  of  Massa-
